WASHINGTON (AP)-The Na- 


tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration today released new 
pictures from Ihe Tiros I weather 
satellite showing great stretches 
of the area around the Mediter- 
ranean Sea and one view of Ihc, 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. 


_tt was disclosed lhal ihc tape 


'!••*order for one of Ihc two cam- 
eras aboard the satellite has been 
in trouble since Saturday. Only 
direct view pictures, not stored 
on tape, now arc obtainable from 
t'he narrow antjlc camera which 
shows a smaller area but more 
detail. 


None of the pictures given out 


today showed any Soviet or Red 
Chinese territory, though Tiros I 
has passed repeatedly over parts 
^those countries. 


Despite the difficulties with the 


recorder T. Keith Glennan, head 
of the space administration, said 
the experiment in photographing 
the earth's cloud cover is "work- 
ing successfully andWell." 


During his report to newsmen 


at NASA headquarters, Glennan, 
declined to discuss Ihe possible' 
potential value of the 
weather 


satellite 
in military 
reconnais- 


'In reply to a question, he said 


Tiros so far has made no photo- 
graphs over the'Soviet Union. He 
added, however, that some pic- 
tures of that vast area are expect- 
ed nexl week.
